| Germany’s Challenge. 

The situation in the Ruhr Valley is de- 
veloping rapidly towards a crisis. Hitherto 
there has been no overt act of resistance 
by the German workers; bui,on Sunday 


in the several occupied towns, while in 
Berlin meetings óf protest aghinst the 
action of France were attended by large 
and enthusiastic crowds. In the capital 
the mob gathered outside the Bellevue 
Hotel, which is the headquarters of the 
Inter-Allied Mission, and but for the 
timely arrival of the police serious 
results might have followed. Throughout 
Germany feeling is running extremely 
high. All the old hatred of the French 
is manifesting itself in an acute form, and 
the battle songs of 1914 are being heard 
again in the streets of Prussian towns. 
The invasion of the Ruhr Valley has re- 
vived all the worst passions of the German 
military spirit. The Junker party has 
seized iis opportunity and is making the 
most of it. All the good work oí tho 
moderate parties has been undone. Revenge 
against France is being fulminated at 
every street corner and whispered across 
the tables oí in the 
Fatherland. If ever M. Poincaré’s charges 
of German malevolence were true, they are 
doubly true to-day, and the pitiful part of 
the whole business is that he is largely

responsible for it. 

The Germans, apparently, ave deter- 
mined to burn their boats. The Berlin 
Government has instructed.the Ruhr coat- 
owners to refuse to supply coal or coke to 
the French invaders even, against puy- 
ment. Yesterday the High Command at 
Essen invited the “coal barons’’ to a con- 
ference in order to discuss deliveries ; but 
Herr Thyssen announced that as Germans 
they could obey only the German Govern- 
ment, and the negotiations collapsed in 
a few minutes. Partly in consequence of 
this deadlock, and partly as a reprisal for 
Germany’s alleged default in regard to 
former coa] deliveries, the French Com- 
mander-in-Chief ordered the military occu- 
pation to be extended, and at noon French 
and Belgian troops entered Bochum, one 
of the remaining centres of Westphalian 
industry. Nobody seems to know what 
will happen next. The miners have started 
their campaign of passive resistance by 
relusing to work overtime, and the French 
have decided to requisition supplies of 
coal and coke without further delay. 
Furthermore, one of our correspondents 
informs us, they contemplate a stil] wider 
extension of their grip on the coalfields. 
Fortunately, the French are a practical] 
people, who are bound to recognise that 
the invasion of German territory must lead 
in the long run only to trouble for them- 
selves, 

The further France penetrates into Ger- 
many, the greater will be the expense of 
the operation, So far the movement of 
three divisions has cost the Republic a 
very large sum, while it has not yielded a 
single centime either in cash, or in kind.

Dé 
that as 1t may, France has taken an irre- 
vocable step. Her friends are powerless 
to help her ;' they can only wish her well. 
The events of the next week probably will 
decide the issue. If France accepts the 
challenge of the German Government, and 
i? she can overcome the passive resistance 
of the Ruhr coal-owners and workers, all 
may be well and the whole world will re- 
joice. If, on the other. hand, General 
Degoutte is compelled to resort to*force, 
Europe will be doomed to another ordeal 
of embittered strife.

The Caliphate. 

Evidence is not wanting that the plan 
originally devised by the British during 
the war, but subsequently dropped, to 
remove the Caliphate to Mecca may be 
revived. The British protégé for the titular 
headship of Islam would be King Huss®in 
of the Hedjaz, in” whose bailiwick thá 
sacred and historic city of Mecca 1s 
situated. King Hussein is at least as 
eligible for the Caliphate as the new 
Caliph who has been installed in Con- 
stantinople by the Angora Government. 
Whether the Palestine Arabs would sup- 
port his claim depends on the progress 
of the Zionisation of Palestine. They are 
determined to resist in every way the 
scheme for placing Palestine under the 
rule of a Jewish minority ; and, if they 
do not get what they conceive to be justice 
from the British Government, .they will 
look elsewhere for it. - In a word, they 
will support the British in proclaiming 
Hussein Caliph at a price. What Islam in 
India will think of the business is another 
question. Indian Moslems are much 
divided, some being staunchly faithín] to 
the British Raj and others as anxious to 
destroy it. The probability is that the 
transference of the Caliphate from Con- 
stantinople to Mecca would not alienate 
the former in the slightest degree or cause 
the latter to cease from troubling, Ii is 
not easy to decide whether Britain would 
act wisely in abandoning all prospect or 
hope of winning the friendship of the 
Turks and alienaiing them from the 
influence of Moscow.| The war brought 
some unpleasant surprises in the matter 
of supposed international friendships. The 
British view weli may be that what Turkey 
has done once she will do again, and that 
it will be less expensive in the long run 
to have her as an open enemy than as a 
false friend.

Frederic Harrison, 


By the death of Frederic Harrison, at 
the ripe age of ninety-one, the world loses 
its oldest and, perhaps, most distinguished 
publicist, a scholar of diverse attainments 
and the last, or almost the last, survivor 
of the eminent Victorians. His first 
book, “The Meaning of History,” was 
published in 1862; his last, ‘ Novissima 
Verba,” in 1920. In the intervening fifty- 
eight years he published something like 
forty volumes, in addition to a very large 
amount of ephemeral gnd journalistic 
writing. No branch of the literary art 
was left untried: he wrote fiction and 
poetry as well as books and essays on 
history, politics, philosophy and economies. 
As a critic, biographer and lecturer he 
esteemed; but it 
a political philosopher that 
Harrison, the most eminent 
Auguste Comte and the acknowledged head 
of the English Positivists, was best known. 
In politics he was a Radical and a Home 
Ruler, and in that capacity his one attempt 
to become a member of Parliament was 
unsuccessful. One of the fortunate people 
whose great intellectual gifts are recog- 
nised in their life-titse, Frederic Harri- 
son received many honours and distinc- 
tions at the hands of his countrymen. It 
is as the “superman,’” however, that 
posterity will think of him; for, while 
everything that he did has been done as 
well, or better, by others, the total 
mass of his intellectual achievement was 
enormous. Aro men like Frederic Harrison 
giants of the past, or will they continue to 
be the standard-bearers of the race?
